than 
100,000 H ebrews 
through

streets of th e East Side on Jan. 22 In 
honor of the memory of those killed 
luring the riots 
in St. Petersburg a 
year ago. 


Minneapolis, Jan. 11.— Eight persons 
dead from suffocation or from leaping 
from a fireproof building, a score of 
people more or less Injured by having 
their 
hands cut and 
gashed 
from 
sm ashing in windows, 
a magnificent 
property subjected to the ravages ot 
fire, sm oke and water, is an epitome 
of the great disaster which befell the 
West hotel at 7:2b o’clock a. in. 
The 
dead are: 
C APTAIN JOHN BERWYN, Truck 
No. I. fell from the fourth floor to the 
Fifth street sidewalk while attem pting 
to save Mrs. Barlow’s life. 
W. G. NICKELS, Minneapolis Cham­ 
ber of Com mere e, 
suffocated 
in his 
room. 
T HOM AS SOMERVILLE, traveling 
man, Springfield, 111., suffocated in his 
room. 
J. E. W O L FE , N orthw estern agent of

At first reported among 
the dead. 
The fire in itself w as insignificant, 
being confined to the elevator shaft 
and the top floor in th e corner of the 
building, 
but 
the wild 
excitement 
which followed the first alarm hurried 
people into halls and out upon window 
ledges in a frantic 
a tt e m p t to save 
themselves. 
T h e r e was really no help for several 
who lost their lives. 
T h e wood in the 
elevator shaft burned like tinder and a 
sheet 
of 
flames 
tw e n ty feet 
wide 
m ounting to the seventh story fright­ 
ened the guests out of their senses 
and caused a wild panic. 
It was the huge volume of smoke 
th a t stam peded the guests, as the m o­ 
m ent a door was opened th e room was 
filled 
with smoke 
and the 
panic­ 
stricken guests were compelled to beat 
out th e windows 
to prevent instant 
suffocation. 
Many used 
their hands 
against the windows, o th e rs their feet, 
and 
in almost every 
instance 
ugly 
wounds resulted. 


The Work of Rescue. 


Following the first a larm the d ep art­ 
m en t was quickly on the scene and the 
splendid work of 
rescue begari. 
Al­ 
though the hour was early, hundreds 
of people 
thronged th e s t r eets 
an 


gazed lip et the" great hotel", whose 
window's were alive with guests fran 
tlcally watching 
the firemen 
below 
find yelling to ihom to hurry. 
H e n 
and there men were crouched on the 
ledges of windows, ready to obey th; 
insane 
impulse of 
self-preservation 
which suggested a leap to the ground. 
The crowd realized 
this and from a 
thousand throats the cry continually 
vent up “ Don’t jump, don’t Jump.” 
It 
was lucky that this advice was given 
for several men 
declared afterward 
that they would certainly have m ade 
the 
leap 
lf th® crowd 
had not 
en ­ 
couraged them to hold on. 
T h e m were Innum erable eat apes by 
guests In almost 
every part 
of th e 
building who were partially overcome 
by the smoke or who lost their way in 
the contagion incident to getting out 
of a building filled with smoke. Some 
of these personal 
experiences show 
real heroism. 
The full extent of the tragedy e n ­ 
acted throughout the 
hotel was not 
known at first. 
It was thought th a t 
the casualties were confined to those 
that the 
crowd witnessed 
from tho 
Street, the death of Captain John Ber- 
win and the unfortunate man and wo- 
m an who leaped to death In the alley 
toward Sixth street. 
But the moment 
the department got the blaze under 
control and the sm o k e cleared, a h u r ­ 
ried search from cellar to garret of the 
big property Showed 
a score of vic­ 
tims more or less overcome by smoke. 
The fire loss will not go over $30,- 
000, although the catastrophe was one 
of the worst e v e r experienced in this 
city. 


Caught Like Rats in a Trap. 


Caught like ra ts in a trap several of 
those who are now dead laid down in 
th eir rooms to be slowly sm othered 
and burned to 
death. 
Others m ore 
heroic- a ttem p ted to escape by way of 
the fire escapes. 
Two leaped from the 
seventh floor of the building to death 
on the pavem ents and a third, Captain 
John Berwin, hero of the day, lost his 
life while a tte m p tin g to save Mrs. B. 
D. Barlow of Ixis Angeles, Cal. 
He was on a ladder carrying her to 
a point of safety from the sixth-story 
window when he lost his balance anc 
fell to the sidewalk. 
He was i n s ta n t­ 
ly killed.

13. Peisniger, 
a traveling 
m an 
from New York, lest 
his head while 
running for his 
life. 
Awakened by 
smoke, he ran 
to the seventh-story 
window. Apparently dazed he climbed 
up on to the window sill and an in­ 
stant later was turning and tum bling 
through the air. 
He struck a railing 
near the Hennepin avenue side of the 
hotel and was literally cut in two. 
J. E. Wolfe, N orthw estern re p re se n ­ 
tative of the Sperry & Alexander c o m ­ 
pany of New York, was suffocated in 
his room on the seventh floor. 
His 
room was in the hottest of the fire 
and he had no chance whatever. 
He 
was about forty years old and u n m a r ­ 
ried. 
Clinton P». Lam m e. a traveling m an 
from New- York, was suffocated in his 
room and was removed after tho fire 
had been put out. 
There were about 700 persons in the 
hotel at 
the tim e of the fire 
and the 
majority of them were in bed when it. 
started. 
Many of those who escaped 
were scantily clad.
